nouncement of particulars as to the 
new regime beginning September l 
indicate, that there has been no ex- 
tensive overhauling ot the service 
and that the prohibition force has 
not been greatly changed, only six 
new names appearing on the slate 
of 24 district chiefs. 
And General 


Andrews's second announcement of 
more effective enforcement is notice- 
ably less optimistic than the'first 
For example, he says: "The market 
Is our most difficult problem 
The 


market win pay any price and swal- 
low any bootlegger's fairy tale about 
quality. But one by one Intelligent 
citizens will reallie the danger to 
government and society which they 
are creating by feeding f,t a busi- 
ness which exists only through cor- 
rupting the very agents of govern- 
ment whose honesty i, essential to 
the stability of society." , The dan- 
rcr Is not overstated but "one by 
one" conversion w.a ever a slow pro- 
cess. 


The single radical change—the dis- 


regard of State lines—Is radical In- 
deed. The Volstead act empowered 
the Treasury Department to organ- 
ise the country into such administra- 
tive districts as might be decided on. 
notwithstanding that under the 18th 
amendment the States as States have 
"concurrent power." 
At first It 


seemed to be regarded as imprudent 
to ignore this recognition of the po- 
sition, and power of the States as 
such, but General Andrews has gone 
ahead, abolishing the States as pro- 
hibition units and divided the conn 
try into 22 administrative districts 
instead of 48, although

warned that the States would show 


"fthelr resentment "by refusing to co- 
.operate in enforcement" Whether 


there will be consequences of this 
sort remains to be seen, but unques- 
tionably the country has been start- 
led by the deliberate obliteration of 
State lines in this connection. There 
are indications that the people ot 
not a few States are now disposed to 
be more on their guard in future, 
gravely reflecting upon the conse- 
quences ot surrendering police pow- 
ers to the Federal government.
